to P'uli is completed, the USSR will ask the Chinese Communists to attack 
Pakistan, fearing that Pakistan will Invade Sinkiang to help their fellow 
Muslims . . 

4« Propaganda in Sinkiang is stating that the Chinese ought to take the Ladakh 
airfield because the Americans intend to use it in their invasion of China 
via Kashmir and Tibet. The Ladakh road was closed in early December 1950.3/ 


A new arms factory is functioning in Kashgar. Steel is arriving from the USSR 
via IndijanA/ i n return for which raw materials such as cotton and wool are 
being exported to the USSR. 5/ 


The Wiotan district of Sinkiang raised 12,000 Na+ionalist soldiers who have 
now / accepted +he Communist Regime. Communist soldiers have now 6 / entered 
25X1 X the Khotan area - This area produces gold, silk, and cotton. 

7. All aircraft, have been taken from Kashgar to Korea. There is no air service 
between Kashgar and farikol (sic). 

8. Muslims in Sinkiang are discontented with the Communist regime. Officially 
there are no restrictions on prayers, hut orchestras play for dancing at 
evening-prayer time to distract the young, and young men enlisted as soldiers 
have no time +o attend religious services. Gatherings of more than four 
neotOe are prohibited. In Kashgar, daily lectures stress the Korean war, 
boasting of secret Soviet weapons a thousand times more powerful, than the 

ultoa Bomb, and capable of defeating America in two weeks.
